6. It refused to institute a price support program 
for beef cattle although prices received by farmers 
dropped well below the disaster level of 65 per cent of 
parity. 
7. It issued the sternest farm regimentation order 
in history, requiring cross compliance and padlocking 
40 million acres of productive land in 1955. 
8. It virtually destroyed the value and importance 
of democratically elected farmer committees by remov­ 
ing their authority and functions, and by placing elec­ 
tion procedures in the hands of government payrollers. 
9. It has attempted to bring about a direct reversal 
of the half-century old United States power policy by 
injecting partisan politics and patronage into the admin­ 
istration of the Rural Electrification administration. 
10. It acted deliberately to destroy the competitive 
yardstick value of public power projects, and it increased 
rates for electricity.

Missouri and the business men who depend upon these 
farmers that the case against Ike and his Ickies is clear 
cut.

He asserted that prom oters of 
the Sioux Falls meeting sought to 
identify the Democratic party with 
90 per cent supports, then added 
that Stevenson “said not one word 
to indicate that high, rigid sup ­ 
ports would be reinstated if hr 
were President— the only sop to
